placed at over $1,000,000.

of the tornadoes

north of New 
Orleans, whore

vastated portions of three 
parishes. 
New' Orleans was visited by another 
tornado and another passed north of 
Biloxi on the Gulf coast. 
The first tornado

killing Mrs. Theodule Forel and ber 
daughter, Mrs. 
White. 
Mrs. F ore l's 
body w as found in a field n e a r her de­ 
molished house. 
Two children in Mrs. 
F o r d ’s house w'ore fatally injured and 
five men were Injured in the collapse 
of a sugar refinery on the St. Delphe 
plantation.
